Of tl.is sum, XISO; forvthe-^Pgis- 
trar of Deads is not to be paid till auoh an 
officer Ls appointed ; nor £200 for n olork to 
ttitt^tt^ey, General till a permanent in- 
ouinbent is inducted into that office. By a 
j^^giBrrirfiotibn, £3,200 for heads of depart- 
"mBnts' are not to be chargeable to the 
colony, till the Home Government transfers 
to us the Crown lands. As far as the result 
is concerned, il is the same thing as. if the 
local Rovernmei.t had engaged to pay H. 
For the £3,200 will be snbstracted from the 
teriitoiial revenue, which will no doubl ex- 
ceed uoiisiilerably that amount. The only 
advaiitaj^e the suspeniliiit,' re olution not to 
pay the hertdi of deparimenCs till the crown 
lands are transferred is, that in case tho 
territorial revenue should not be able to 
meet the £3,200, then the Home Govern- 
ment would have to meet the deficiency, 
and not the colony.

Colonial Chaplain. 

Our A.ssembly is certainly a fit body to 
end the union of Church and Slate. Usu- 
ully in British as well a.s in American legis- 
latures, respect for the Chistian religion as 
a mnral power induces them to have their 
sittings opened every day by invoking the 
Divine blessing. Not so here. Although 
S2,000 a year has been expended every 
year, and between 830,000 and $iO,000 dis- 
bursed for a colonial ch'a'plain"sirioe! 1849, 
neither the first nor the last Assembly have 
askedithe beriefil of his prayers. Evidently 
the Estirnatos indicate anything but the ex- 
istence of a oonso'enae. Perhaps it would 
be well for the country if members were a 
little more religious. If Mt. Cridgo could 
yet bring th» incorrigibles to repentance, we 
would neither doubt the eflicacy of his 
prayers nor begrudge his ialary. But the 
Assembly appear neither to have tho fear 
of God, nor the salvation of the country be- 
fore their eyes; for they have not only 
voted to bo a self supporting colony without 
counting the cost, but they have actually 
declined to retain a colonial chaplain. 

Some curious lealures' . We. exhibited, 
however, before iHe . vote was taken. The 
Speaker held that " the Established Church 
was an integral portion of the State" ; and 
though it 'might be deemed unpopular, 
he would recompense Mr. Cridge. Recom- 
pense, no doubt, meant £400 n-year for life. 
Such is a stalesman who in one breath says 
he is opposed to Church and Stale, and in 
the next supports it. Admirable man, is he

Having inado so good a beginning to- 
wards the decline and fall of a State Church, 
to accomplish it entirely the parsonage, 
Victoria Church, and the Church reserve 
ought lu be secularized. The two /ir...t cost 
tho colony nearly X-i,i,00 — a far giealersutn 
than either j iisticu or piiideiu.t) authorizes 
to be given lo pamper one church, whilst all 
the others get nothing; and pariiciiliuly 
when the aotion of the Assembly acknowl- 
edges that Miss Burdett Coutts is the head | 
of the ohurpK here, and^not Queen Victoria. 
The Reserve belongs to the cplony; but it 
should not bo sold. Let it be keptas a pub- | 
Ik squaid. Lot Sibhop'Hiiia, however, re- 
move his improvements, He should not be 
suffered, under the holy garb of religion, to 
enclose broad acres to which he has neither 
a legal nor an equitable title, according 
either to the laws of God or man. Not 
merely u public wrong has been done by 
taking po.^session unjustly of public |)roper- 
ly ; but a direct injury has been done lo tho 
L'atholicN, by fencing round the entrance to 
tho Catholic portion of the cemetery. If 
such is Christian justice, l^e confess to not 
much faith in il.

- - TuE8D\i-, Juno 19th, 1880. 

House met at a quarter past 3, i'. M. Present — 
Soeiker Ilelmcken, p.nd Messrs. Gordon, Wad- 
diiigton, fiiiy, Green, Crease, Cooper, Foster, and 
Franklin. 

House went into Committeo of the Whole on the 
Estimates, Mr. M'uddiiigtim iu the Chair. 

The Chalrnuiu stated that the iie.vt item Of the 
Estimates in unlcr, was that of the Police, the 
total amount of which was £t-',3'J0 iis. ' 

Mr. Crease said that anybody who had noticed 
the department, must have seen a Rrcat many 
more persons thero.than was necessary. 

Mr. Gary— Unless we pay the I'ollce a hvini,' 
salary for their scrviees, we cannot certainly have 
an etiicient foree. Yon cannot do things on an 
ocouoaiical principle, as it you were buyinp; an 
article, and thouKlit it best to pay a price asked 
The cost of the Uepartmeiit la one that lam afraid 
will iilarni the lnm. genilcman, the member lor 
"Victoria. It is uiinecessarj tu continue the lorce 
as at present orfranized ; but until the town is in- 
cornorateil, wo have got to provi.le for their main- 
tenance 1 belie»e that the sum set in the Estimates 
was intended to support the force until ,tho time of 
the incorporation of the;;jown'.- i;.am afraid the 
Governed- will be cnmpoUcd to ask for even more 
money to support the Department. 

Jlr. Crease— Docs the Estimate for provisions, 
clothing, bedding, etc., come under the expenses 
of the i ail ? 

Mr. Gary— Xo, under Tolioe Department. 

Mr. Cooper— The first item is £3.10 for Commis- 
sioner bf Police. Now 1 have been given to under- 
stwid'that'the' Commissioner of Police receives $5 
per day in addition to the amount'set in the Esti-

Mr. Gary— lie does not receive anything in 
addition to his sahiry. 

Mr. Foster tliouftlit that the question was not 
fully answered, in regard to the Stipendiary magis- 
trate. , . 

Mr. Gary— The magistrate only receives the £3j0 
asked for in the Estimates., ,. . , „ .. 

Mr. Foster— The siafT at, present m the Police 
Department would be much more in keeping, if 
the population of the town was about lO.OOC. , ^be 
amount looks; tome, extravagant. ' 

TheChttlrinan— The expense to 1500 tax-payers 
will bo about I'" head. 

Mr. Franklin— The whole expenditure of the 
Department is .soi down at the most economical 
figure— so low, indeed, as to make it doubtful if 
guod iiieii ciiu lie got to mi tne positions of police- 
men. $-2() per month is a very low salary. 

Mr. Foster— When I said tlie amount looked 
extr.".v;'.Ha!it, I meant that it was a l.-irge amount to 
be collected from so small a iHiiiulatidu. The hun. 
gentleman [Mr. Gary] says this is nut ii sum which 
he has any idea will be sufficient to carry on the 
Department, but that supplementary demands Will 
bo made upon us. ' . ; 

Mr. Green — A large amount is paid^in,Viptoria 
for private cimstables— probably £1,500 per iihniim.- 

The Police Department was allowed the amount 
.called.for— £2,360 2a. 

>i,The-Jail Department was next eoiiMdered ; tne 
amount e illodjfor in the Estimates was £1,141 Is. 

Mr. Franklin thought the prisoners might he 
employed in some remunera'ive work, wliicli 
would pay the expense of keeping them. 

Mr. Ilelmcken— .\s a general rule, you would 
find about 20 pri-niurs at the jail. Thev cost 
about CO cents a day ciuih to keep them, including 
jailors' jiav, wliieh is very low. , , , ., 

Mr. Crease— We slioulii have had the details sot 
down in the ]';stimates, and not be eoiopelleil to 
derive our information from the sliitenieiits of 
lion, nieiubers. . 

Mr. Gary thought the exjieuses of the jail very 
low. He had been in prison hi-nself, and could 
vouch from his own experience that matters there 
were conducted eeonomically. He was actually 
refused sustenance for his body, althongh en- 
closed by four brick walls, and was oouipellcd to
